^  I  ■'HR  importance  of  the  leather  ni  a  nil  failure,  one  of  the  6ift 
X  neceflai  ies  of  life,  and  the  perfection  to  which  it  has  beetl 
brought  in  Britain,  are  loo  well  known  to  need  being  infilled  upon* 
In  former  times,  not  very  remote,  it  was  a  branch  of  bufinefs  Iti 
Scotland,  to  pi^rchafe  lavv  hides  and  (kins  in  our  markets,  and  (end 
them  to  England  as  an  article  of  inerchandife.  At  that  time  tzn* 
lied  leather  was  brought  from  England  and  Ireland  to  fupply  the 
demands  of  the  country  :  and  it  is  but  about  forty  years  ago,  that, 
the  tanners  in  Scotland  thought  of  puichafing  and  manufa<fIoring 
all  the  hides  and  Ikius  which  the  country  produced.  Since  that 
period,  the  leather  bufinefs  has  been  coiiflantly  iocreafiug  and  im¬ 
proving,  infjmucli,  that  in  place  of  fending  raw  hides  out  of  the 
country,  there  are  large  quantities  brought  into  it  yearly. 

The  chief  place  from  whence  raw  hides  and  &ins  arc  imported 
into  Scotland,  is  Ireland :  the  price  of  a  hide  there  may  be  efti- 
tnaied  co^munihns  annis,  at  20  s.  and  the  charges  of  buying  and 
importing  as  follow ;

Thcle  charges  the  Irifh  tanners  fave  altogether.  T^et  the  hide* 
Lc  eflimatcd,  whcn'unncd  and  duiictl,  at  the  above  ^barges 
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ivill  amount  to  lo  percent,  upon  the  value.  Befides  this,  th# 
Irilh  tanners  piy  no  crxcife  ;  the  Britiih  pay  one  penny  hdfpeniiy 
per  lib.  and  dnw  bid;,  on  export ition,  one  penny.  Inde,  iht 
lejther  tanoeil  in  Britain  p»ys  a  hiltpenny  pei  lib  more  than  that 
in  Ireland;  which,  at  a  niecliuni,  i  iiy  be  eltiniated  at  5  per  cent% 
And  (hxild  tlie  drawback  be  difcontinot cl,  which  may  be  elliiiiated 
at  i'>  percent,  the  irilh  mrrcnant  would  be  enabled  to  fend  tan* 
ne  l  leaiiier  to  foreign  mirkeis  25  per  cent,  cheaper  ih  n  ihe  BrU 
li'ih:  and  a**  the  French  tanners  pay  no  duty  on  imporiation,  and 
no  excife,  the  Frencli  merchant  would  be  enabled  to  lend  tanned 
Icaiher  to  foreign  markets  iZ  per  cent  cheaper  than  the  Briiilh, 
Fr  »m  this  a  prelumpiion  arifes,  th.1l  the  Briiifh  tanners  would  be  ex¬ 
cluded  from  itnporiing  raw  hides  from  Ireland,  and  conlequrnily * 
that  they  would  be  all  m.iniifactured  in  the  country,  and  lold  to 
oar  rivals  on  the  coniioent  25,  or  even  18  percent,  againll  us, 
tvo'jld  be  a  fuHficient  bar  to  any  imporiation  into  Britain,  and  to 
all  exportation  from  it  ;  and  markets  exported  to,  being  once  left 
or  cinied  into  another  chiiinel,  are  hardly  ever  recovered 

it  is  ditiicnlt  to  friy,  with  any  fort  of  precifion,  w'hat  may  be  the 
amount  of  raw  bides  a  .d  ikins  imporied  into  Biitain  ycfarly,  from 
Irelind  anti  parts  beyond  leas;  but  it  is  prefunied  to  be  very  ct»n- 
fiderable,  and  to  exceed  in  a  large  degree,  when  they  come  to^bc 
tan  led,  the  value  of  the  tanned  leather  (not  made  into  wares) 
exported,  it  is  tlnnigiit  the  belt  wav  to  afcertaiii  this,  is  by  the 
numbers  imported  and  ^xpoiied;  and  if  the  imports  .exceed  the 
exports,  in  fo  much  as  they  do  fomuch  larger  the  '  quantity  of 
leather  brought  lo  our  markets  for  h»>nie  confumplioii  muft  be« 
And  confequently,  if  difconiinuing  the  drawback  will  ferve  to  prct  ‘ 
vent  importation,  the  prefeni  high  price  of  leather  mull  continue, 
if  not  advjnce  dill  higher.  And  therefore,  till  the  impoits  and 
exports  are  fully  canvalfed,  it  is  hoped  the  drawback  on  leather 
<xi>oried  will  be  continued. 

'Tis  pity  a  method  is  not  fallen  upon  to  prevent  the  exporta¬ 
tion  of  raw  hides  and  (kins  from  Belaud  to  pirts  be>ond  feas.  Oor 
rivals  upon  the  continent  cannot  have  that  ion  of  hides  any  where 
elfe,  and  cannot  do  without  them.  An  attempt  to  this  purpolii 
was  made  f>me  years  ago.  by  la\ing  a  pretty  high  duty  upon  every 
bide  exported  to  the  continent :  but  our  good  friends  the  French 
did  not  chide  to  part  v\itb  this  valuable  branch  of  manufatflure  at 
foea  fy  a  rate,  and  therefore  granted  a  bounty  equivalent  to  the 
duty  on  Irilli  hides  brought  in t(»  France.  It  is,  with. the  greateft 
deference,  fubmiiied  to  the  wifdom  of  the  It^giflature,  if  a  farther 
attempt  (»ught  not  to  be  made,  to  prevent  ravv  hitles  from  being 
exported  from  Iteland  to  the  continent,  by  procuring  a  higher 
duly  lo  be  laid  upon  them,  or  by  granting  a  bounty  equal  to.  the 
extraordinary  charges  attending  the  importation  and  manufadlar- 
ing  them  in  Britain,  in  order  10  confine  that  valuable  hraneb  of 
bnljucfs  to  Brltaia  and  Ireland.  This  would  be  no  detriment  to 
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Ireland  ;  the  raw  bides  iberc  would  continue  to  l>e  bought  at  Mi 
high  a  price  as  ever  ;  the  only  didereuce  would  be,  they  would 
come  to  be  exported  tanned  in  place  of  raw. 

IF  this  plan  is  brought  wboui,  it  would  be  replete  with  many 
great  advantages.  I'he  number  oF  l.tlK>iirers  to  be  added  to  the 
inanuFaCtiire  oF  leather  would  be  coubderable  ^  the  various  bu(i* 
ntlTes  arifiiig  From  the  horns  and  the  hair,  would  be  vaitly  in* 
creafed  ;  the  revenue  would  be  greatly  advanced  even  iF  there  was 
to  be  no  Further  increaFe  than  a  halFpenny  a-pound  upmi  leather 
exportv  d.  Tlie  demand  For  bark  w'ould  be  enlarged,  and  oF  coa« 
itqjence  the  growth  oFoak  would  be  promoted. 

Upon  the  w  tiole,  it  is  with  great  Fubtiiiinoii  prefamed,  that  the 
B  i(i(h  legifli  ture,  ever  atieniive  to  the  iutetelt  oF  every  branch 
oF  msntifict  lire,  vvill  continue  the  drawback  on  leather  cxpor.ed  ; 
will  lake  «>fF  ihe  duty  on  raw  hides  inipuried;  and  will  take  under 
their  leiio.is  conFideration,  lome  effectual  method  to  encourage  the 
importing  into  Britain  all  the  raw  hides  that  iieiand  can. (pare 
from  their  ovvn  tuanutaclory.  , 

A  brief  Dejaiption  of  the  Engliffi  Lev)  Courts.  CP.  370-3  . 

Of  toe  Court  of  the  Dutrhy  ofLancafter.  The  AJJizes  for  the  dijim^ 
rent  Counties  The  Povoer  of  Shetijfs.  The  civU  Government, 
of  Cities,  and  the  Court  of  Admiralty. 

HE  court  of  the  dutchy  oFLancafter,  w'hich  is  kept  at  Weft* 
-i  minfter  by  the  lower  exchequer,  takes  cognizance  of  ali 
^aufes  that  cor.cem  the  revenue  of  inis  dutchy,  which  has  been 
long  fiiice  annexed  to  the  crown. 

The  Ch  incellor  of  the  dutchy  is  the  chief  judge  of  the  court, 
and  is  aliifted  theiein  by  the  attorney  of  the  court,  and  other 
officers. 

'I  hat  jufffce  may  be  regularly  adminiftered  in  the  countiy,  thf 
counties  of  England  are  divided  into  Fix  circuits,  and  two  of  the 
twelve  j  idges  arc  affigned  to  go  each  of  thefe  circuits  twice  a*year, 
when,  at  the  aflizes  held  For  the  refpectivc  counties  in  fpring  an4 
autumn,  they  determine  all  cauFes  both  of  a  criminal  and  civil  na¬ 
ture  ;  all  Facts  being  tried  by  a  jury,  as  they  arc  in  the  courts  of 
common  law  at  Weftminller  hall.  . 

For  the  fame  reafon  Wales  is  divided  into  two  circuits,  and  two 
judges  appointed  annually  to  hear  and  determine  caufes  in  each. 

For  putting  the  laws  cftectually  in  execution,  an  high  (beriff  is 
annually  appointed  for  every  county  (except  Weft moreland  and 
Cumberland)  by  the  king,  whofe  office  is  both  minifterial  and  ju# 
dicial.  He  is  to  execote  the  king's  mandates,  and  all  writs  direct^ 
ed  to  him  out  of  the  king's  courts  of  juftice ;  to  impannel  juries  | 
to  bring  caules  and  malefatJfors  to  trial ;  to  fet  the  reotefices,  both 
In  cWti  Mnd^iiriminci  affiitrs*  exeouicd*  And-  at  tbc  affiaea  loiatf 
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t<-nd  on  the  jndce*?,  anti  c;nnrd  them  all  the  time  they  are  in  hif* 
county,  itis  alfo  part  of  bis  oifice  to  collt-ct  all  public  fineSy  dif. 
ireires,  and  amerciaments,  into  the  exchequer,  or  where  the  kiiijr 
flull  appoint,  and  to  make  I’uth  payments  out  of  them  as  his  ma^ 
lhall  think  proper. 

•  As  his  olHce  is  judicial,  he  keeps  a  co’trt,  called  the  County  Couit^ 
'vhich  is  held  by  the  IherilF,  or  his  nndcr-fherilfs,  to  hear  and  dr-i 
1  ermine  all  civil  caiifes  in  the  county  under  forty  (hillings;  4ln*si 
lioweser  is  no  court  of  record  ;  but  the  c  ourt,  formerly  .called  the. 
f'he?i^'s  turn  was  one  ;  and  the  hhi^'^s  het,  through  all  the  cbimty 
for  in  this  court,  inquiry  was  made  into  all  criminal  otieiiccs  agaiiiiL 
the  common  law,  vvl^ere  by  the  ftaiuie  law  there  was  no  iriiraHit, 
'Fhis  court,  however,  has  been  long  (ince  aholi/hed. 

Under  the  fherift' are  various  officers,  as  the  under- flier  iff,  clerkf, 
Rewards  of  courts,  bailiffs,  (in  London  tailed  ftt j cants J  Loxiiidhlc^j 
goalers,  l>eadles,  &c.  .  '  .  , 

-  'The  next  oflicer  to  the  /Z  m/f  is  the  ;V//?/re  of  peacty  feveral  of 
svhom  are  tonnaiffioned  for  each  comity  :  and  to  them  isiiuiuflccl: 
the  power  of  putting  great  part  of  the  flalnte  law  in  execution  in 
relation,  to  the  highways,  the  poor,  vagrants,  iicafons,  felonies, 
riots,  the  prefervation  of  the  game,  &c.  &c.  and  they  examine 
;?nci  c'oniniii  to  prifon  all  who  break  c»r  diftnrb  the. peace,  and  dif^ 
ipiiet  the  king's  fubjecris,  Jn  order  to  punifli  the  offenclersi  they 
jneet  every  quarter  at  the  county  town,  when  a  jury  of  twelve 
jnen,  called  the  grand  hui74cjt  of  the  county,  is  iuinmonbd  lo  ap¬ 
pear,  who,  upon  oath,*  are  to  inquire  into  the  cafesrof  ail  delin*

•not  gU7lt\  :  tbe  juftices  commit  the  former  to  goal  for  their 'trial 
Ml  the  next  aj^zes,  the  latter  are  acquitted.  This  is  called 
\be  ter  ^ejfions  for  the  County.  The  yi4liice‘ of  Peace  on^i 
to  In*  j  pei  lbii  c/f  great  good  lenfe,  fagacity,  and  iotegrity,  aud  not 
to  be  w  ithout  Inme  Knowledge  of  the  law'  ;  for,  as  nmeh  power  is 
i  >dged  in  his  hands,  and' as  nothing  is  (o  intoxicating, *  wilhouc 
tiiele  qualifications  he  will  be  apt  to  make  iniflakes,  and  to  (lep 
I  evijnd  his  auihoiity,  for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  called  to  an  ac* 
rtnini  at  the  comt  of  king’s-bench.  ^  -f 

There  are  alfb  in  each  county  two  Coroners^  W’ho  arc  to  inquke 
V>v  ft  jury  of  ueigLhbonrs,  how  and  by  w'hom  any  perfon  i  came  by  1 
violent  death,  and  to  enter  it  on  record  as  a  plea , of  the.  crown,  t  i 
I'he  civil  Governntfvt  ofCiiies  is  a  kind  iof  fmall  indcpenderit  j 
p  itfelf;  for  all  cities  have,  by  charter,  from  the  king>^  ' 

Virifdictlon  among  themfelves  to  judge  in. all  matters  civil  andifi* 
?nina.\  with  this  leflraint  only,  that  all  civil  caufes  vn^y  be  renKWtd 
from  their  courts  to  the  higher  courts  at  AVeftroinftcr ;  and  all 
t'flencts  that  are  capital,  are  committed  lo  tbe^ judges  of  tM 
l»re.  .They  are  conltituted  with  a.A'^ror,  Aldetmen  and  .5*^ 
who  together  makc.ihc  corporation  of  the  city,  and  bold  • 
Gf^judkaiurcf  syhexe  the  mayor  preiidea. as  jtidg^*

llkewifc*,  whfii  afieinbled  hi  council,  can  make  by^la*ws  for  the  go* 
vernnieiu  of  the  city.  And  here  the  Mayor^  Aldermev^  and  Corn* 
mon^council  refeiuble  the  Kmg^  Lords  and  Commons  in  parlia- 
ineiu.  r 

The  government  of  Incorporated  Boroughs  is  much  after  the 
rnn)e  manner;  in  fome  there  is  a  Mayor^  and  in  others  two  BaL 
lijff,  AU  which,  during  their  mayoralty  or  magiffracy,  are  Jf^/l 
lices  of  the  peace  within  their  liberties,  and  confequently  Efquires.' 

For  the  better  government  Villages,  the  lords  of  the  foil  or 
injnor  (who  were  formerly  called  barons)  have  generally  a  power 
to  bold  courts,  called  Courts4eet  and  Courts-baron^  where  their 
te’iants  are  «>bliaed  to  attend  and  receive  jiiffice.  I'he  hudnefs  of 
Coir  ts^leet  is  chiefly  to  prevent  and  punifh '  nuifa'nces ;  and  at 
Couris-baron^  the  conveyances  and  alienations  of  the  copyhold  te* 
Hants  are  enrolled,  and  they  are  admitted  to  their  edates  on  a  de* 
ft  cut  or  purebafe. 

'I'here  are  alfb  high  conflahles  appointed  for  the  dividons  called 
Hundreds f  and  a  petty  coiiftahle  in  every  parifh,  whole  hudnefs  it 
is  to  keep  the  peace,  and  in  cafe  of  quarrels,  to  fearch  for  and 
take  up  all  rioters,  felons,  &c.  and  to  keep  them  in  the  prifon  or 
in  fife  ctiftody,  till  they  can  be  brought  before  a  juftice  of  the 
peace,  and  in  this  he  is  aflifled  by  auotber^iflicer  called  the  Tithing 
nitiH,  It  is  likewife  the  hudnefs  of  thefe  officers  to  put  in  execu¬ 
tion  within  I  heir  didritft,  all  w  arrants  that  aie  brought  them  from 
the  juliice  of  the  peace. 

Befides  thefe,  there,  are  Courts  of  Confcience  \o  m^oy 

parts  of  Fngland  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  in  the  recovery  or  pay¬ 
ment  of  fmall  delts,  not  exceeding  forty  fhillings. 

'I'here  arc  alfo  Foreji  Courts  appointed  for  the  confervation  of 
the  king’s  foreits,  and  preventing  all  abufes  therein. 

JMod  of  the. above  courts  are  guided  by  common  law.  I  come 
rimy  tp  one  ruled  by  the  civil  law,  viz.  the  Court  of  Admiralty, 
whole  judge  is  therefore  a  doctor  of  the  civil  law.  Jn  this  courr, 
which  is  held  in  the  common  hall  at  Dodors  Commons,  maritime 
affairs  are  tried,  and  »11  writs  and  decrees  run  in  the  name  of  the 
Ford  high  Admiral. 

.  The  Court  of  the  Earl  MarfhaL  or  Court  of  Honour ,  judges  of 
any  fuif  concerning  the  arms  of  the  nobility  and  gentry,  and  the 
Farl  Marfhal  of  England,  or  his  deputy,  is  the  proper  judge  there¬ 
of.  He  is  inverted  wfili  a  power  of  ordering  and  determining  all 
matters  relating  to  arms,  fupporters/  pedigrees^  &c.  making  rules 
and  decrees  for  granting  new.  devices  of  arms,  and  putting  in  exe¬ 
cution  the  laws  and  ordinances  relating  thereto. 

The  fatal  confequences  ofVzuk\.%  Gaming.  [P.  362.] 

IN  a  few  weeks  afterwards,  Uannam  thooght  himfelF  the  bap- 
pie/l  man  in  the  world,  by  making  Mifs  Derwcll  bis  wife.

he  plumed  hiiirirlf  of  no  long  dura  lion. 

The  fcqucl  w  ill  Hte  w  whet  tier  ihuie  friends  received  wrong  in* 
formation  from  their  ob(ervi.-;g  eyes.  The  propenfities  which 
they  difeerned  were  nor,  indeed,  abfoliiiely  ot  a  criminal  kind  j 
but  they  were  fuch  as  are  frequently  attended  with  criminal  con* 
fequenccs, 

Hannam,  though  he  was  riffirienily  enabled,  on  his  marriage, 
to  fet  off  in  a  veiy  genteel  bile  of  life,  found  hiinfelf  in  a  litua* 
tion  to  enlarge  his  plan  of  living  corliderably  on  the  death  of  bil 
father,  and  on  the  tieceafe  *‘f  JVirs  Berton,  in  lefs  than  two  yearf 
after  his  wedding.  From  that  time  his  domeilic  happinria  wat 
gradually  diminilhed.  His  dtlires  iiureHfed  with  the  addttic  nt  i# 
his  fortune  ;  and  his  Sophy  appeared  to  be  full  as  well  difpofed  at 
himfelf  to  figure  in  a  more  magnihient  light. 

By  keeping  the  bell  toinpany  in  town,  Airs  Hannam  contraAed 
fame  intimacies  whicli  her  hulband  deemed  imprudent;  and  h€ . 
often  endeavoureu  to  make  her  fenlible  of  the  indikretkm  of  b«f 
attachment  to  women  whole  characters  were  difpuiable. 
Hannam,  however,  having  acquired  notions,  bv  keeping  the  aboW 
mentioned  company,  which  would  not  lulfer  her  to  lillen  to  the* 
advice  of  a  bnft)and,  told  him  plainly,  whenever  he  reproved  her, 
that  Ihc  knew  too  much  of  the  world  to  ftand  in  need  of  any  of 
his  inllriK^Uons. 

!Mrs  Hannam  having  ore  dny%  in  the  opetmefs  of  her  heart,  m* 
ibrnicd  a  de  ir  friend,  v\  ho  c  ailed  upon  her,  one  Mrs  Vincent,  hov^ 
Ciifagrec.ible  IMr  Hannam  o  av  beet  me  to  her,  by  bis  alni<»fi  perpe* 
tual  reproofv  and  repi imancls,  leceived  the  following  laconic  an* 
fwer  fiann  her,  emphaticall »  delivered. 

“  ^  on  dt  ferve  them  all  **  *' 

Deferve  them,  madam  !’* 

“  Ave,  child,  becaufe  you  are  tame  enough  fo  bear  them  :  I 
would  play  the  devil  with  Air  Vincent,  if  he  offered  to  wag  hi* 
toT^.gne  againfl  any  part  of  my  condtic^l  ;  and  if  you  have  a  grain  cf 
Ipiiii,  von  will  make  your  hulband*s  heart  ach  for  hi*  knpefiKien* 
cies  However,  if  you  w  ill  come  and  play  a  game  at  piquet  with 

me  in  the  eveuiug,  1  believe  i  can  put  you' in  a*  way  to  eyeo 

wHo 
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with  Mr  HannaiQ  for  prcfuioing  to  teach  you  how  to  behave  your- 
feUV' 

Mrs  Hailnam  willingly  complied  with  her  friend’s  reqneft.  Af¬ 
ter  A  Ihort  ctmverCitioii.  in  which  their  hulbands  were  heartily  a- 
tuiVtl,  they  fat  down  to  piquet. 

When  they  had  entered  upon  their  fecond  game^  Sir  James  Fro¬ 
lic  k  made  hi^  appearance* 

“  O,  Sir  James,”  cried  Mrs  Vincent,  “  I  am  extremely  glad  to 
fee  >ou.  i  wilh  >ou  would  take  my  cards.

Fatima  «•.*  rhe  daughter  of  Ibrahim,  a  PrrflM  -f  f-O*  UT 
tinclion,  the  leign  of  Abbas  the  great  ;  toot  .brw^ 
trJ,  withdrew  trom  court,  aud  fettled  on' the  bauLa  ot  the  rtim- 
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roud.  He  had  alfo  a  retreat  on  mount  Taurus,  and,  as  Fatima 
had  a  tifle  for  folitude,  he  often  accompanied  her  thither  during; 
the  exceflive  heats  of  fuinmcr.  No  ex{>ence  was  fpared  to  render 
this  abvide  delightful  ;  the  walks  were  lined  vviih  trees  of  various 
fruits  and  foliige,  and  flvjvycrs  of  a  thoufand  ditferent  hues  and

1\Ct  \IN  gladly  embrace  a  frelh  op* 
pormbity  of  bciiuu  ingon  the  ("ocie- 
tv  tor  the  tiicoiiratfeineiu  of*  «rrs,  &c. 
ilu-  praite  they  juitiy  defer vc,  fur  their 
CiMift  nil  atteniion  10  every  object  which 
jx'ooiifes  to  be  of  piibtic  utility.  They 
h.ive  received  fo  favourable  accouiiit  of 
till-  N.ikcdor  Siberian  barley,  a  little  of 
M'h  cn  was  given  them  a  few  years  ago, 
tli.n  they  have  rifdved  to  purchafe  a 
t()n!l(l«-riib!e  qiiantlry  of  it,  in  or  er  to 
tlilirihote  it  among  fucli  nieinbrrt  as 
liitll  ill  their  names  on  or  before

(jii.iintiMo  the  focicty  with  the  fuccefs 
tf  ihcir  experiments. 

'I'hc  gentlemen  %vho  have  hitherto  at* 
tended  to  the  culture  of  this  barley, 
and  have  indultrioufly  propagated  it, 
l;ave  found  their  care  well  rewarded. 
Jt  thn’ves  well  in  our  climate.  A 
peiitleman  who  has  fowii  it  in  clay,  in 
fand,  and  in  a  mixture  01'  both,  has  ob« 
iVi  veil,  that  it  yields  a  better  crop  ou 
each  of  tliefe  foils  than  any  of  the  com* 
iinm  bti'lcy  in  the  rxeiglibnui  hood.  It 
icijniies  only  the  fame  culture  as  the 
rominon  barley,  with  this  advantage, 
that  half  the  feed  is  fufheient,  bcc-iurc  U 
tillers  much*  Thirty  five  Italics  hav'c 
been  comiicd  from  one  root.  The  grain 
is  not  in  the.leaft  diminiOicd  iu  iir.e 
from  what  it  was  originally  where  it 
has  been-fown,  and  sveighs  nearly  as 
heavy  at  wheat.  Add  to  ihcfe  advan* 
tages,  that  it  will  be  peifrCtly  ripe  hf** 
teen  or  tweuty  days  foooer  than'  the 
common  barley  Town  on  the  fame  day. 
A  getillentan  obfei  vds,  that,  as  the  draw 
oi  this  is  fhorter  than  that  of  the  coin* 
inon  barley,  it  is  remarkably  favourable 
to  grafs-feeds,  when  the  land  is  intend¬ 
ed  to  be  laid  down  in  grafs. 

Two  bnihels,  weighing  1 3*  pounds. 
Were  ground  at  a  country  mill»  and 
yielded  eighty  pounds  of  fine  flour,  near¬ 
ly  equal  to  London  fecondt,  forty  of  ft 
coarlcr  fort,  and  eleven  of  bran,  fupe- 


rior  to  wheat  bran.  The  firft  fort 
made  excellent  fweei  bread,  fufTicienily 
fair  and  light,  and  fo  retentive  of  moi- 
liure,'ai  to  gain  double  the  incresfe  of 
wheat  kneaded  and  bsked  at  the  fame 
time ;  and  it  continued  as  frefh  at 
twelve  days  old,  at  the  other  at  four. 
The  gondnrfs  of  bread  made  of  this  bar¬ 
ley  was  atteiled  by  fcveral  gcutlcuien  ia 
the  fociety. 

A  gentleman  malted  two  bufliels  of 
this  barley,  which  gained  fix  quarts  in 
ineafure,  and  was  brewed  into  a  half 
barrel  of  ale,  and  as  much  fmall  beer. 
The  lall  proved  very  good  at  a  month 
old  ;  and  the  Bril,  at  four  months,  pro¬ 
ved  excellent  in  tafle,  flavour,  and  co¬ 
lour.  *  , 

Another  gentleman  made  three  quar¬ 
ters  of  it  into  malt,  being,  as  he  expreflet 
himfelf,  very  defirons  of  trying  it  in 
that  capacity,  **  as  apprehending,  from 
the  fuperior  weight  of  grain,  and  the 
large  quantity  of  floor  it  yields,  that  !c 
might  anfwer  well.  I  have,  adds  he, 
had  in  foine  ineafure  the  trial,  having 
had  a  brewing  of  it.  My  brewer  fella 
me  it  works  very  well,  and  the  liquor 
is  much  ilronger  in  proportion  to  the 
quantity  of  mail,  iliaii  it  would  have 
been  from  common  malt ;  and  donlwa' 
not  hot  that,  if  it  had  been  well  liarvefl* 
ed,  the  difference  of  flrengtb  would.' 
have  been  near  one  half  in  favour  of 
this  malt.  I  was  the  more  defirons  of 
making  this  trial,  becaufe  ]  found  thftt 
it  required  double  the  labour  to  threfh 
this  barley  that  the  common  barley  re* 
qnircs  ;  and  that  confequcntly  the  Sibe¬ 
rian  barley  would  not  aufwer,  unlcfs'llf 
quality  made  amends.’' 

We  may  conclude,  from  the  favidg  ia 
the  feed  of  the  Siberian  barley,  from  its 
fuperior  weight,  from  the  goodnefs  of 
the  bread  made  of  it,  and  from  the  touch 
fuperior  quality  of  the  malt  made  of  It, 
that  this  barley  may  turn  out  one  of  th« 
greatefl  acquifltiont  this  kingdom  hat 
made  for  ages.
